GENERAL 

Outstanding features of the 
crop year in Canada have been 
the successful harvesting of 
large yields ol wheat and coarse 
grains in the Prairie Provinces, 
heavy yields of all the principal 
‘icld and fruit crops in Ontario, 
and moderately good yields of 
he leading crops in other Pro¬ 
vinces, with out turn curtailed 
n British Columbia by prolong¬ 
ed dry weather and in Quebec 
and the Maritime Provinces by 
)xceasivc moisture during the 
'a r vesting season. In the Prair 
ic Provinces this years’ total 
wheat crop is estimated to be 
1 (: largest since 1932. The 
grain is of high grade and qual¬ 
ity and compares favorably with 
I hat uf 1937. The Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics estimates 
the wheat production of the 
hrep Prairie Provinces at 331,- 
000,000 bushels, which is 175,- 
000,000 bushels mere than last 
’/ears and compares with a. ten- 
year average of 310,959,000 
bushels. The estimated average 
heat yields per acre by Prov¬ 
inces are: Manitoba 15.7 bush- 
J els ; Saskatchewan 10.1 bushels 
and Alberta 17.7 bushels. The 
1938 wheat acreage in the Prair 
ie Provinces, officially estimated 
at 24,946,000 acres is over 300,- 
OOOacrejj in excess of last year. 
Production oi coarse grains is 
substantially higher than in 
1937 and winter feed supplies 
are sufficient except at a few 
oints in Saskatchewan. Oats 
are estimated at 217,775,000 
bushels and b vi'lcy at 86,1-10,000 
bushels. Favorable harvest wea 
ther has prevailed and thresh¬ 
ing is finished in Manitoba and 
is practically completed in Al¬ 
berta and S skatchewn. Deliv¬ 
eries of wheat by farmers to 
country elevators ftom August 
1st to September 30th totalled 
172,118 000 bushels compared 
with (><>,803,000 bushels during 
the same period last year. In 
the Province of Quebec there 
have been, on the whole, aver- 
igc ,\ ieids of the main staples, 
indications in the first part of 
the season pointed to an abun¬ 
dant harvest throughout the 
Province, but almost continuous 
rains during August and Sep¬ 
tember caused extensive dam¬ 
age to crops and estimates vvcio 
•evised downwards. All >vc ov¬ 
erage and of high quality were 
tobacco, canning crops of veget¬ 
ables and small fruits, and 
naple syrup. In Ontario yields 
>f main staple crops were gen¬ 
erally -above average, but the 
quality of grains was lowered 
by unfavorable weather condi¬ 
tions during harvest. The yield 
of apples in eastern Ontario is 
estimated to be in excess ol last 
year, while a decline is forecast 
for production in western sect¬ 
ions.

PRAIRIE PROVINCES 

While seeding commenced 
soon after the middle of April, 
snow and heavy rains caused 
considerable delay and operat¬ 
ions were not completed until 
the beginning of June. Moist¬ 
ure reserves generally were ad¬ 
equate for germination and 
rainfall during the early stages 
of growth was heaviest in 
southern and central Alberta 
ft nd Saskatchewan. W arm 
weather stimulated growth and 
stooling of wheat was generally 
normal. Owing to imidequate 
moisture in northwestern and 
southeastern Alberta, north-cen 
tral Saskatchewan and south¬ 
western Manitoba deterioration 
began early in June. Elsewhere 
rainfall was ol sufficient time 
liness and frequency to carry 
the crop through normal dev¬ 
elopment to good maturity. 
Stem rust was observed in 
southern Manitoba as early as 
June 22nd, although dry weath 
er during most of July re¬ 
tarded it s development. How¬ 
ever, by the beginning of Aug¬ 
ust rust infection on suscept¬ 
ible varieties wheat had become 
widespred in Manitoba, eastern, 
southern and central Saskat¬ 
chewan, reducing both the 
yield and the quality of the 
wheat. Heavy sowings of That¬ 
cher and other rust-resisting 
wheats in Manitoba and south 
eastern Saskatchewan served 
to lessen the loss from rust. 

Grasshoppers hatched early 
in Saskatchewan over wide 
areas and caused serious dam¬ 
age, particularly in the south¬ 
east, and crops were cut green 
for feed to avoid total loss.

Rain¬ 
fall since September 1st in Al¬ 
berta and Saskatchewan has 
been moderately heavy and well 
distributed, but in Mm itoba 
precipittion generally litas been 
light.
